extent the heraldic elements forming 
the arms of the Union, and no doubt in 
accordance with the almost universal 
usage of the independent sovereignties, 
of presenting a device on the reverse of 
their coinage bearing heraldic allusions 
more or less elaborate, to the arms of 
the Government or sovereign authority. 
In the various changes made from time 
to time, every effort has no doubt been 
made to present as beautiful coins as the 
limited space would permit, and also to 
secure designs which, would present no 
difficulty in mechanical execution. The 
head of "Liberty" on the standard 
dollar, designed by a young English en- 
graver, is chaste and beautiful, and 
is considered by artists the best exe- 
cuted head that has ever appeared on 
United States coins. It is so .well dis- 
tributed as to be susceptible of easy 
work under the die, and, like its prede- 
cessor of 1808, was taken from life.

The act of April 2, 1792, which estab- 


lished a mint in Philadelphia, then the 
seat of government, provided that upon 
one side of the gold and silver coins of 
the United States there should be an 
impression emblematic of liberty, with 
an inscription of the word "liberty" and 
the year of the coinage, and upon the 
reverse the figure or representation of 
an eagle, with the inscription "United 
States of America." 


The act of January, 1837, made simi- 


lar provisions, and when the silver bill 
providing for the restoration of the 
"dollar of our daddies" was enacted, it 
was provided that the same inscription 
should be placed on the standard,dollar. 
But few people outside tho mints under- 
stand the care and delicacy required to 
produce well-fim'shod coins; but the 
work of coining or perfecting a piece is 
as nothing compared with the designing 
and engraving of a die. The extremely 
limited space presented by the surface 
of & coin for a display of artistic em- 
bellishment is of ituelf a very unfavor- 
able condition imposed upon the inven- 
tive faculty of the artist, and when tha 
more rigid limitation upon the relief is 
considered, it is obvious that the artist 
has to work with shackles on his hands 
to an extent unknown in any other de- 
partment of art. It has often been the 
case that artists of well-known reputa- 
tion, but having no oxperienoe in the 
engraving of coins, have had designs of 
great artistic merit rejected simply for 
the reason that such designs were not 
adapted to the purpose for which they 
were intended. 


The device on our coins emblematic 


of Liberty is no doubt devised from a 
similar device on the coins of the 
Roman Republic, interior to Augustus, 
and has much «f classic authority in its 
favor. Its adoption does not seem to 
have been determined by any specific 
act or instructions, and in fact the jour- 
nals of the Senate and other proceed- 
ings of Congress show that the head of 
tha President was first intended as the 
device for one side of the coins. 


The first coins struck were cents, in 


1793, on which the emblem was a fe- 
male head with hair flying wildly behind, 
In 1795 the cap of Libeity was intro- 
duced, supported on a wand projecting 
behind the head. In 1796 or 1797 the 
cap was discarded/ 


Tho first silver coins were struck in 


1794. The head of Liberty, with flow- 
ing hair and without the cap, formed 
the obverse. This style was retained, 
with slight modifications, until about 
the year 1808, when a more planning 
bead of Liberty, with hair dressed and 
cap, was adopted. 
The device was 


taken from life, and was considered a 
'mo'del in good taste of the fashion o*f,he 
time. The inscription of the word Lib- 
erty was at the time transferred from 
the margin of the coin to the band of 
the cap. 


The first gold coins struck in 1795 


•were ornamented with a head of Liberty 
and a cap headdress corresponding yrith 
the fashionable headdress of that pe- 
riod. This continued until 1807, when 
the headdress on gold coins was made 
to conform to that on the silver. Upo'a 
the change of standard in 1834 the lib- 
erty cap of the goddess was removed 
from the head, and the hair confined by 
a band inscribed with the word Liberty. 
The next change took place near the 
end of the year 1838, the hair being 
looped up behind and entwined with 
braids, a couple of scray curls banging 
loosely upon the neck, and the front of 
the head embellished with a ''tiara in- 
scribed "Liberty." 
Since then the 


changes in the artistic devices and de- 
signs upon coins have been few and un- 
important. The reverse of all our larger 
coins has always presented to a certain 


"liEl1 -WKM.L. ENOUttH 
AMKffE." 


As it is agreed that the present situa- 


tion of tha world is not the milenium, 
but that there is still much improvement 
possible which can be compassed only 
by brave thought and free speech and 
cheerful persistence of endeavor through 
disappointment and delay and defeat, it 
is curious to see what a rough welcome 
the pioneer receives. If a man says son- 
orously aud decisively that honesty is 
the bast policy, or that a lie well stuck 
to is, after all, not as good as the truth, 
he is saluted, as a hypocrite und impos- 
ter and .pretender, and every liar aud 
swindler and charlatan turns upon bun 
with a sneer, asking him why he sets 
himself up for a saint, and why what is 
good enough for others is not good 
enough for him. 


It is plain that if a crowd is to ad- 


vance, somebody must go first. But in 
the great human crowd known as the 
world, or the race, or mankind, or so- 
ciety, the one, or the few who move 
naturally forward are denounced as 
visionarias or incendiaries, as fools or 
knaves. If it is in a religious denom- 
ination that the step is taken, the fore- 
most man is bowled over as a heretic or 
schismatic. If it be in a political party, 
he ia a fanatic and an idealist. If in 
science, ho is a quack and a lunatic. 
There are no Socrates, Luther, Galileo 
—the list is illustrious aud familiar. 
But we rise from kneeling to the hero 
of yesteiday only to fling a stone at the 
hero of to-day. A flesh and generous 
enthusiasm hasten to show chat there is 
probably a western routs to the Indies 
—perhaps in politics,perhaps in philos- 
ophy. But he suddenly feels tho Old 
Man of the Sea upon his shoulders, and 
he hoars the familiar words: "It is al- 
ways wise, my young friends, to let well 
enough alone; and many men hava 
prospered exceedingly by minding their 
own business. 
Moieover, those who 


run before they are sent, and who sup- 
pose that wisdom waited to appear until 
they were born, will probably find that 
experience is a sure guide, and that to 
hold by the ancient way is to hold by 
the way of safety." 


This wisdom was as wise four hundred 
jears ago as it is to-day. Luther heard 
it; Columbus heard it; every man im- 
patient of the social, mental and moral 
tread-mill has heard it, and happily 
they have despised it, or this Magazine 
would not be written, and printed, and 
read everywhere, and America itself, in 
a distinctive national sense, would not 
have been. The American orator, who 
salutes every ardent proposition of 
change with a sneer, and who resists 
the general spirit of progress by echo- 
ing once more the ancient "gag," "I 
have always observed "that to let well 
enough alone is never a dangerous pol- 
icy," is as solemnly droll a figure as a 
sage of the forcastle nt sou who should 
declare that to raise a sail would be idle 
or, perilous while the ship rode on an 
even keel. 


It there is to be progress in any di- 


rection, no existing situation can be well 
enough, in the sense that it cannot be 
improved. The same assertion, could 
it havs been the rule of conduct, would 
have made the present situation impos- 
sible, because it wonld have retained 
that from which it grew. It is the ar-

There is a great deal of truth in what 


the Enterprise says in the following: 


The Hon. W. E. F. Deal has issued a 


prospectus presenting the need, jn his 
opinion, of tha reoompilation foi the 
laws of Nevada. We have not seen a 
copy of the monograph. Doubtless it 
was intended only for the consideration 
of members of the legal fraternity. We 
have some recollection, .however, of the 
introduction of several bills at the last 
session of the Legislature providing for 
the execution of this work, two of which 
were passed though defeated by Gov- 
ernor Adams' veto. 
The Governor 


th»n assigned two reasons for withhold- 
ing his approval from the measure; (1) 
the greater necessity for a new compila- 
tion in the event of the framing of a 
new Constitution because of tho large 
ntimber of laws which would be neces- 
sary to meet its requirements (2) and the 
large expense to the State of a compila- 
tion while its Treasury is in such a con- 
dition as to requre strict economy in 
the expenditure of its funds. 
The first 


reason baa in a measure disappeared, 
but the second still retains its force as 
against the policy of engaging in the 
work at this tim'e. 


Mi. Deal suggests that the Legisla- 


ture, at its next session, shall contract 
with him for the publication of a new 
work which shall include also the com- 
pilation of the statutes of 1885. He 
will, he says, furnish the State with 600 
copies complete of the compilation for 
57,000, and to have at least 300 copies 
inoie for sale at $15 each. The work 
is to be delivered to the Secretary of 
State within eight montns lifter the 
close of the session. It will be in ons 
large volume, and the paper, binding 
indexing, mechanical execution, etc., 
is to be first-class. The book is to re- 
ceive the approval of tha Supreme 
Court of the State before the sale shall 
be binding upon the State for the dis- 
bursement of the $7,000. 


However much the practicing attor- 


ueys-at-luw in Nevada may feel the 
ue«d of tha proposed revision, it is an 
open question whether or not the State 
should be put next year to the expense 
of having the work dune. The laywers 
of Nevada may now be counted on one's 
fingers and toes. They are at least 
hardly numerous enough to justify the 
outlay of so much money for their ex- 
clusive benefit. So far as the State, 
county and township officers a'e con- 
cerned they have been supplied with 
copies of the Compiled Laws of 1873 
and of the several volumes of statutes 
published since the issue of the former. 
Theie IB vary little litigation in this 
State now; certainly not enough to keep 
employed the present number of attor- 
neys. They cun uUShuul up the la* on 
IUIT given subject bv exploring the 
BtututHB in pnbliBbi>'l in then piescnt 
form. They will not ohcir^u iiny U H S 
for iotaiu«ia and fees in the event of 
having a volume placed in their hands 
which shall contain in a compact form 
the wh*ole body of legislation with the 
rulings thereou of the highest tribunal 
in the State.

in view, might be devised. We refer to 
the possible early codification of the 
laws of Nevada. There is no occasion 
for publishing such bulky volumes »s a 
compilation 
involves. 
Condensation, 


and not compilation, is what is re- 
quired. About, four-fifths, if not more, 
of the statutory verbiage is superfluous, 
and a large portion of the written law 
is obsol«te. The Legislature might pro- 
vide at its next session for a Code Com- 
mission to revise the statutes, codify 
them and report the result of its labors 
to the Legislature of 1877 for adoption.

and is BO tenacious of his rights that he 
will not permit a white man to trespass, 
in the slightest degree, upon the land 
which a generous Government has set 
apart for the benefit of the more than 
useless Indian, who spends his time in 
neighboring mining camps, looking for 
cold scraps at the back doors of restau- 
rants, and never returns to the reserva- 
tion unless pushed by stress of weather. 
The Walker Lake tract is a piece of 
very rich country. It is three miles 
wide and about fifty-four in length, 
the summits ot the hills on either 
side forming the lateral boundaiies. 
The mountains 
are 
streaked with 


veins that are known to be valuable, 
bearing copper, silver aud gold, but the 
prospector is debarred from Working 
this ground, because it is, so to speak, 
consecrated to a lot of worthless sava- 
ges, who, like the dog in the manger, 
will neither work themselves nor let 
anybody else work. The valley land is 
as rich as any in the world, hut a mere 
scrap of it only is utilized. If it were 
declared public land and thrown open 
to settlement it would afford homes to 
several thousands under the Pre-emp- 
tion law. The Pyramid Reservation is 
large enough to accommodate -all the 
Indians in Nevada, and afford homes 
for all who wish to locate there. There- 
fore there is no good reason why the 
Walker Lake tract should not be de- 
clared public domain and thrown open 
to the many who would like to make 
homes there.
